Globe is Subjected 

When the stairs creak and the fur- 
niture gives out mysterious crackling ! 
} sounds at night we sometimes sit up 
in bed and wonder if there is a burg: 
j}lar about, but it doesn’t occur to us | 
that what we really hear is an earth- 
quake on a small gcale.. The) night 
}air has caused the wood to ‘eontract 
with a snap, thus accounting for the 
alarming sounds, This is just exactly 
what the earth is doing periodically. 
To a microbe, reposing on the polish- 
ed ‘surface of the table, this disturb- 
ance is probably as violent as an 
earthquake is to a human being. 

An earthquake is a terrible thing. 
It.comes without warning. It is over 
| before one knows which way to fly, 
{and its fury can be abated by no 
man, 
| Yet to the geologist earthquakes are 
only symptoms, They are not causes 
|8so much ag résults—resulls of great 
stresses and strains within the earth 
that cause glippings and slidings from 
time to time. If the rocks on the 
shell of the earth slip and grate 
against each other so much as an inch 
along a fissure ten miles in length a 
shiver is felt. A slip of fifteen feet 
along a course of 200 .miles sufficed 
jto bring about the terrible San Fran- 
cisco earthquake and fire. 

These strains and stresses accumu: | 
late steadily within the earth. The} 
point at which they have once found | 
relief is weaker to resist the ne. 
strain. It slips again presently, By 
successive movements {ts sides  be- 
come more and more displaced, Rock 
layers, mineral veins, coal seams that 
cross the line of displacement, are 
| jogged out of their course, So are 
jroads, fence lines and brooks that run | 
across it on the surface, In tue San 
Francisco quake one man's front yard 
was moved twenty feet to one side of 
his house, and in anothér place the 
slip line came so close to a man’s barn 
| that some piles of straw, thrown out 
from the windows, were carried away. 
In Japan a cliff twelve feet high inter- 
rupted a roadway, and thousands of 
similar cases might be cited. These 
were primary movements along the 
line of the disturbance that caused 
the earthquakes,

FIGHTING BUSH FIRES | 


It Is Becoming an Important Part of | 
Canada’s Work } 
When the first” immigrarts landed 
on the shores of Canada the wild, for: | 
est scemed to them infinije..They 
made small clearings for themselves. 
‘These clearings grew as civilization 
advanced, until the once thickly 
wooded country was transformed-in- 
to cities, towns and fertile -farm 
lands, 
The clearing of the Mpnd brought 
out all the grit that Was in our Tore- 


turists, no doubt, looked with chag- 
rin upon the huge’ task which~con- 
fronted them. It is not surprising 
that the one object was to rid them- 
selves of the troublesome forest, even 
by unnecessary mutilation, and great 
tracts of country were swept by fire 
in consequence, yet they never dream- 
ed that there might come a day when} 


as the buffalo has done in tle west. 
Nor did the aborigines themselves 
ever expect their great hunting 
grounds to be finite. This is proven 
by the fact that the white man was 
allowed to settle on land which, un- 
known to him, wus divided into dis- 
tinct sections, each owned by an In- 
dian’ family. The redman was, no 
doubt, perplexed by the audacity of 
the trespassers, and in many cases 
allowed him to remzin on his land 
unmolested. 

As the time passed the lumber 
‘companies commenced work in this 
wonderful new country, and then the’ 
farmer found the pine on his farm to 
be his best crop. In the winter he 
would fell tho mighty trees, and in 
the spring the smaller vegetation 
could be burned over and cleared 
with case, ‘he destruction of the 
forest ceased and the number ef fires 
greatly diminished. 

he forest was the first ‘hing giv- 
en to the pioneer, and about the last 
to be properly protected. During the 
past century the pine has been prac- 
tically destroyed in the region be- 
tween Toronto and North Bay. To- 
day the Canadian Government is 
strongly impressed by the need of 
forest preservation, and is endeavor- 
ing to check any dissipation of the 
temaining timber.

Mr. John Hallam of Toronto, one 
of Canada’s pioneer woo) dealers, had 
an interesting article in the “Canadian 
Countryman” of recent date on the 
effect of the new Underwood Tariff 
Bjll on the wool business in Canada. 
Generally speaking he does not think 
it will affect the price at which the 
Canadian farmer sells his wool very 
materially, but will result iu the lower- 
ing of the price of woo! for the Ameri- 
cao farmer, as the latter's home mar- 
ket will be thrown open to world-wide 
compeNtion, Dealing with this phase 
of the subject Mr. Hallam write: “In 
order to obtain an idea of the effect 
the removal of the tariff at present 
will produce, let us examine the effect 
on prices in the United States and 
Canada before and after the removal 
of\the tariff under the Wilson Bill, 
On August ist, 1892, while the tariff 
was in force, the Boston quotation for

RICHES OF WEST AFRICA. 


fficer’s Dramatic Discoveriese— 
Where No White Has Ever Been. 


Some Interesting particulars of the 
new trunk railway, the construction 
of which will form one of the most 
important features of Sir Frederick 
Tugard’s administration of Federated 
Nigeria are given by Reuter'’s 
Agency. 

The chance discovery of Port Har- 
eourt, the coast terminus of the line, 
by Lieut. Hughes, R.N.R., the com- 
mander of the Government yacht Ivy, 
was made under dramatic eircum- 
etances, and the fact that the project- 
ed railway will cut through the very 
heart of the mysterious and almost 
unknown centres of the strongest 
frm. of juju, and fetish worship 
should provide incidents which, as 
construction advances, will prove not 
less.exciting than those which attend- 
ed the building of the Uganda Rail- 
way. : 

The whole line, which will be 550 
miles In length, of the standard Afri- 
can gauge, is estimated to cost £3,- 
000,000, and to occupy four or five 
years in construction, 

For years past attention has been 
directed to the necessity for opening 
up a part of Africa which {s not only 
the most thickly populated region on 
the continent, but also includes. the 
richest palm oll belt in the world, and 
after the discovery of a coal-field at 
Udi extending for over a thousand 
square miles and yielding coal show- 
{ng 75 per ceht. of the valuc of the 
best Welsh coal, the question of a 
railway became more pressing. ¥ 

Recently Lieut. Hughes found a 
hitherto uncharted creck which to the 
surprise of all showed a depth of 60 
feet of water along-side a precipl- 
tous cliff 45 feet high, a condition of 
things unknown anywhere between 
Slerra Leone and the Congo. 

On this discovery being reported, 
the governor, {n March last, commis- 
sioned the Director of Railways and 
the Director of Marine to investigate 
the matter, and as a result it was 
established that the newly-discovered 
creek, though not shown on any 
map, is really the mai channel of 
the Bonny River. 

A remarkable series of cliffs ex- 
tending for three-quarters of a mile 
and averaging 45 feet above high 
water was discovered among the 
swamps. Opposite these cliffs sound- 
ings showed a cepth of 70 feet of 
water. Armed with machetes, the 
Director of Railways, the Director of 
Marine, and the commander of the 
Ivy landed, and by means of a rope 
ascended the #liffs and cut through o 
section of almost impenetrable 
growth twelve feet in height. 

Lieut. Hughes then ascended a tree 
to view the country. #& few pcople 
were met; and it was discovered ‘hat 
ne white man had been there before. 
Further investigation showed that 
the general conditions of the place 
were such as bad never been boped 
for on the West African coast, and 
the spot has been called Port Har- 
court and selected as the terminus of 
the railway. 


Mr. Churchill's Ride to Balmoral. 

When Mr. Churchill arrived at 
Perth recently on his way to Bal- 
moral he leapt upon the platform 
and called for the motor-car which 
had been ordered to take him to his 
destination. But ‘he car could not 
be found. 

There was much commotion and 
running about by flurried porters, but 
Mr. Churchill, afraid he would be 
late for his important dutics, could 
not await the result of the search. 

“T must be off,” he exclaimed; “I 
have .o be in attendance on the King 
at 7.30 to-night,” and ordering bis 
valet to throw his luggage into a 
taxi-cab near at hand he Jumped In, 

“Where to, sir?’ asked the driver, 

“Balmoral,” replied Mr, Churchill, 

Fast traveling just enabled Mr. 
Churchill to cover the sixty miles and 
keep his appointment. 

The car o-igivally ordered for Mr. 
Churchul was waiting on the other 
side of the station, and an amusing 
feature of the incident was that a 
cinematograph operator was stand- 
ing by ready to record that part ot 
the First Lord’s journey to Balmoral, 
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Exterminating Wasps. 

Something like 3,000,000 wasps 
have been killed since July by Mr, 
Fred Peck, the bee expert, of Messrs, 
Chivers & Sons, Ltd., the Jam manus 
facturers, of Histon, Cambridge. He 
secks out the nests and injects into 
them a solution of cyanide of potas- 
sium, and altogether over 200 nests 
have been thus destroyed by Mr, 
Peck, who hae accounted for some- 
thing like 8,000 queen wasps. In 
addition to the havoc ,which they 
bring about in the orchards, wasp 
also do great damage in the aplarica, 
and this season they have proved 
more destructive to bees than ever, 
‘ne value, therefore, of such ener- 
getic measures as these described can 
be realized when it is understood 
that Messrs, Chivers are probably the 
largest bee farmers in the country, 
the bees, of course, being sept to fer- 
tilize the fruit trees in their extea- 
sive orchards.
